IN the Catalogue of Marsupials’ *, in the absence of Shark’s 
Bay specimens representing trne Perameles bougainvillei, 
and more or less following Gould's determinations, I assigned 


* P, 246 (1888), 
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the bandicoots of this group to two forms—Z’. bougainvillei 
typica, of Western Australia, and P. b. fasciata, of South 
Australia and New South Wales. Since then the arrival of 
specimens from the islands of Shark’s Bay—the type-locality 
of bougatneiliei—has shown that that animal is smaller than 
the ordinary W.-Australian striped bandicoot, and that the 
latter should have Wagners name of myasuros—or, rather, 
myosura—aypplied to it, as indicated in 1906 *. 

On now examining the specimens from N. Australia and 
New South Wales, I find that these are distinguishable from 
cach other, the teeth of the latter being much larger than 
those of the former, so that instead of the two forms— bou- 
gainvillet”” (properly myosura) and fasciata,—as recognized 
in the Catalogne, there are really fonr. 

After selecting specimen a of fasciata, from the Liverpool 
Plains (B.M. no. 41.1178), as its lectotype, the names, 
characters, and localities of the four forms would appear to

NIV.—- Previously undescribed Scolytidie and Platypodidie 
from the Indian Area.
